The remainder of us then rowed to the Eaft Side of the 
Lake, and there landed about Day-Light, on a fmall 
Tfland: As foonas I landed, I prepared a Party, ofa 
Serjeant and three Privates, to go on Shore, in one of the 
Whale Boats, toreconnoitre as far as the South Bay ; 
but no fooner was we prepared to go on Shore, than we 
were furrounded by four Birch Canoes, twenty French 
andIndians in each ; they immediately call’d to us in En- 
glifh to furrender ourfelves Prifoners of War, and we 


‘fhould receive good Quarters; I immediately look’d out,. 


to fee if it was poflible for us to run our ‘Whale Boats 
on the main Land, which was not more than fixty Yards 
from us, and the only Place we could make our Efcape, 
where was a Number of the Enemy; they ftill calling, 


to know whether we would deliver ourfelves up, if not, 


they would put every one to the Sword : Confidering the 
bad Situation we avere in, and furrounded. with a vaft 
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noitre about three Leagues down Lake- 
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: Regiment) Having a very fine Gale of Wind, | we all ar- 


fuperior Number to encounter, and the Hazard of facri- 


‘ficing my own Life, and the Lives of thofe under my 


Command, I furrender’d myfelf and Party Prifoners, 
(being eighteen in Number : ) as foon as they had taken 
us, they bound each of us and carried us immediately to 
Liconderoga ; where we all arriv’d the fame Day (being 
the 25th of Zune, ) Mr. Stone and I were immediately 
conducted to Monfi. Burlamac,Commandant of theFort : 
He examined us very critically relative to the Number and _ 
Situation of the Englifh Army, where they then lay, and 
what theirDefign was : we anfwered as one,that we were 
Officers, and true loyal Subjeéts to his Majefty King 
GEORGE the Second; therefore we utterly refus’d to 
give him anyAccount: He immediately told us,he would 
deliver us to the Indians, except we would give him an 
Account: We told him he might act his Pleafure; but 


_ he would receive no Anfwer from us, 


veined she; Day following Mr. Stone and all the Party were 
carried off by the Indians.. I remained at Ticonderoga 
ull the firft Day of Fuly. During my Stay there, I was 
very courteoufly entertained, both by the Commandant 
and the Officers : I was then carried off ina large Battoe 
under the Proteétion of a French Officer, who treated me 
very complaifantly; we arrived at Montreal the 4th Day 
of Fuly ; upon ny Arrival, I was conduged to Mon- 
fieur Vaudreuil, where I was very flriétly examined, 
in the fame Manner as before, and I gave the fame An- 
{wers as I did before: After my Lxaimination, I was con- 
duéted to a Room in Town, to live with the Governor’s 
Interpreter ; I was confin’d to my Room, except when 
the Interpreter walk’d out, he very often gave me Invi- 
tations. to walk with him,which I very readily embrac’d : 
I tarsied at Montreal till the 14th of Fuly. Iwas then 
put on boarda Sloop, with about thirty Prifoners more, 
(among whom was an Officer, belonging to Lord Howe’s 
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rived fafe at Quebec the Day following, we were each of 
us immediately carried to Prifon, where I was clofely 
confin’d about eight Hours, the Officer that came from 
Montreal, and my felf, were then taken out and put into 
feperate Lodgings : L was allowed a Room, and con- 
venient Lodging: I had my Limits in Walking, but what 
gave very great Satisfaction, was,as there were a Number 

_ of Officers, then Prifoners, we were allowed to vifit each 
other ; I was allowed for my Expences, Five Pence 
_ one Farthing Sterling, per Day, which was a very {mall 
Subfiftance, for every Thing was very extravagant: But 
they were very complaifant in givingCredit to theOfficers 
_ who generally drew their Bills upon the worthy Col. 
Scnuy.er, who was a Prifoner with.us fome Time. But 
with greatReludtance he left us in October 1758 ; yet at 
the fame Time we rejoic d that fo generous,hofpitable,and 
benevolent a Gentleman was freed from a long Captivity. 
After I had been at Quebec fome Time, as I faw no 
Chance of being exchang’d, I was very thoughtful in 
contriving fome Method for my Efcape: the firft Per- 
fon I confulted, was Captain Stobo; who joyn’d very 
heartily in the Scheme: We had daily Confultations, 
and propos’d to communicate the “Affair to Major 
Putnam, and Mr. Stone, who was the Officer taken 
Prifoner with me; accordingly we took the firft Oppor- 
tunity to inform them we wers determined to make our 
 Efcape, and fhould be very glad of their Company : 
_ They very joyfully joyn’d with us, in undertaking fo dan- 


-. gerous an Enterprize: After many Confultations, we s 


unanimoufly refolv’d to make ourEfcape by Land,to fome 
of theForts on KennebecRiver. The nextDifficulty was 

to get Provifions and Stores. I was appointed by the 
Company to get every Thing that poflibly I could, with- 
~ out making Difcovery of our Intentions; but as Major 
Putnam, Mr. Sione and | liv’d together, I defir’d their 
. Affitance, who very readily granted it. We prepared 
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feveral Neats Tongues and fome Hains. Capt. Stobo had. 
got three Guns, and fome Ammunition ; but as every 
Thing almoft was in Readinefs, we receiv’d Intelligence 
that Frontenac was taken, and that a Number of Prifon- 
ers were to be exchang’d. This joyful News entirely 
difannul’d our Scheme: But in the Exchange, noe 
was taken but Major Putnam, a Gentleman that we very

Stone, that the Perfons before mentioned, bad‘ determined 
to make their Efcape, and in what Manner. Capt. Stobo 
feem’d extreamly well pleafed with the Scheme, but Mr.

I afterwards confalted no other Perfon but 
Capt. Stobo, who ftill remain’d refolute in the Affair, 
and upon the whole, we had fully refolved to join with

We immediately’ 
marched down to the Boat, and found but Four in Num- 
ber: We examined them very ftriétly, and they inform’d 
us they came from St. Barnaby. We then examined 
the Boit, and found to our great Joy, about forty 
Bufhels of Wheat, a Barrel of Sturgeon, and about an 
hundred weight of Sugar: We hove out about one half 
of the Wheat, and put in ovr own Stores, and fat Sail 
with a fair Wind, with our Canoe at the Stern. Our 
Prifoners informed us, we were then about fifteen 
Leagues above St. Barnaby. 3 


~~ We had not failed far before we cut away our Canoe ; 
we failed about four Leagues, and it was perfectly Calm. 
We then fet our Prifoners to rowing, and about three 
o’Clock in the Afternoon, we difcoyered eleven Topfail 
Veflels: We ftill kept on under the South Shore: Soon 
after there {pringing up a fine Breeze of Wind, and about 


Dark we difcover’d the Ifle of Bic: The Tide being 
contrary, eur Prifoners advis’d us to drop Anchor till _ 


the Tide turn’d ; accordingly we did: But we foon 


found ourfelves in a very dangerous Situation ; for b 


fome Fires on Shore, which was not more than 200

they would land, but before they landed, Captain Stobo
